Filmmaker Jon Erwin asks Dr. John Morris and expedition leader Doug 
Phillips who exactly was Charles Darwin, and what were the true 
origins of his ideas and his worldview? 


Doug explains that Darwin’s worldview journey began as a boy when 
he was first exposed to the writings of his grandfather, the religious 
skeptic, Erasmus Darwin. Young Charles embraced the family motto 
that Erasmus coined, “E. Conchis Omnia”—“Everything from shells.” 
He rejected the inerrancy of the Bible and denied the Global Flood, 
adopting the idea that God created the world, but millions of years 
ago. It was this theology that Darwin brought to the Galapagos Islands 
at age twenty-six.

SCENE DESCRIPTION 


Doug Phillips explains that Charles Darwin had a set of “world 
view glasses” he was wearing when he visited the Galapagos 
Islands in 1835. And just as Darwin has a set of glasses he was 
wearing, the team members on this journey are wearing “glasses” 
as well. But these glasses are different in that they presuppose the 
authority of the biblical account of creation. 


The biblical view of creation, which Darwin rejected, is under 
intense attack, and the filmmakers travel to ground zero where 
key elements of his evolutionary thesis were birthed. They came 
to identify his errors and to present a correct interpretation of the 
wonders of the Galapagos Islands.

The generational impact of Darwin’s Theory led to sweeping 
cultural changes with Margaret Sanger’s success as a social crusader. 
As the founder of Planned Parenthood, she trained millions to abort 
babies and reject children.

was an outspoken advocate 

of forced sterilization and 

referred to the poor, disabled 

and Negroes as “weeds” who 

should not be allowed to 

reproduce. Why do you think 

rabid Darwinists such as Hitler 

have been villianized while 

Margaret Sanger has been 

touted as a near-saint, despite 

her openly racist views?

Evolution is based 
on survival of the fittest, yet in Christianity, the most fit of all—Jesus 
Christ—died to save the unfit, fallen man.
